Jim Offield was traveling in Rome 
with his family last year when he 
started feeling so badly he knew he 
had to get to a hospital. He hadn’t 
felt well before he left for Italy from 
his home in California, but doctors 
there simply told him it might be a 
kidney issue and gave him the go- 
ahead to fly, anyway. 

But even though he was so sick he 
knew he needed hospitalized, 
Offield, an heir to the Wrigley chew- 
ing gum fortune, wouldn’t settle for 
just any hospital. He had the means, 
of course, to fly to any of the most 
prestigious hospitals in the world, 
like Sloan Kettering or the Mayo 
Clinic. But he chose instead to leave 
Italy and fly to McLaren Northern 
Michigan Hospital in Petoskey. 

“T chose to come here,” Offield re- 
called, “I believe wholeheartedly in 
this hospital.”

cians, Offield underwent surgery 
and had two renal stents inserted, 
which worked wonders. 

“This hospital literally saved my 
life,” said Offield, now 68, “Today, I 
feel better than ever.”

CHARLEVOIX - A broken 
wire and faulty brake limit 
switches were to blame for a 
malfunction that left the 
bascule bridge on U.S. 31 in 
downtown Charlevoix out of 
order for hours last week.

Lake said the problem 
was twofold: a broken wire 
in one of the motors in the 
bridge mechanism and a 
bad “limit switch” on one of 
the motor's brakes. He ex- 
plained that limit switches 
monitor all moving parts to 
ensure movements occur in 
proper sequence and at 
proper speeds so both sides 
of the bridge don't slam 
down when they are low- 
ered and damage the bridge.

PETOSKEY - The first 
boat accident ever to occur 
during the popular annual 
Boyne Thunder Poker Run 
left four crew members in 
the water and two of them 
needing hospital attention 
last weekend. 

Officials with Boyne City 
Main Street Program, hosts

The route in- 
cludes five stops to collect 
cards in Elk Rapids, North- 
port, Bay Harbor, Harbor 
Springs and Horton Bay. 
Cash prizes between $5,000 
and $1,500 are awarded to 


the best poker hand and $500 


to the worst hand. 

But four downstate 
boaters got dealt a bad hand 
entirely during last week- 
end’s 15th annual event, ac- 
cording to a press release 
from Emmet County Sheriff 
Pete Wallin. 

Wallin said around 3 p.m.

participating in the Boyne

Wallin said the boat, a 37- 
foot-long, 1998 Outerlimits, 
either hit an object in the 
water or had mechanical 
failure, which caused the 
outdrives to become sepa- 
rated from the vessel.

Two of 
McCormack’s passengers, 
Jenny Lynn McCormick, 29, 
also of Marne, and Sarah 
Marie Holford, 33, of Spring 
Lake, Michigan, were trans- 
ported to McLaren Northern 
Michigan Hospital. 

One of the two trans- 
ported to the hospital suf- 
fered a hip fracture and the 
other was badly bruised.

Thus far, some $23 million 
has been raised, largely due 
to Offield’s donation. Numer- 
ous family members stood 
alongside McLaren North- 
ern Michigan Hospital offi- 
cials on site last week for a 
groundbreaking for the proj- 
ect, which is slated for com- 
pletion in 2022. 

The 170,000 square-foot ex- 
pansion will bring 92 new 
private patient rooms, ulti- 
mately creating enough 
space for most all rooms to 
be private at the hospital. 
There will also be new oper- 
ating rooms, a new intensive 
care unit and a new, larger 
cardiovascular unit to better 
accommodate the most 
state-of-the art technological 
advances and equipment.

Making Michigan safer 
for bicyclists

Biking is exploding in 
popularity because it is 
a fantastic way to get 
some exercise and enjoy 
the outdoors. Whether it 
is for their daily com- 
mute, for exercise, or 
just for fun, many 
Michiganders are taking 
to two wheels. 

Those who have taken 
up bicycling could not 
have picked a better 
place to enjoy the hobby. 
Michigan boasts more 
than 1,300 miles of bik- 
ing trails for cyclists of 
all levels. Michigan also 
offers more rail trails 
than any other state and 
is one of the most scenic 
states for bicycle tour- 
ing. 

So whether you’re hit- 
ting the busy streets of 
one of Michigan’s urban 
areas, or enjoying the 
endless miles of back- 
woods trails, Michigan 
is the place to be. As 
more and more are pur- 
suing the hobby, we need 
to look at ways to share 
our roadways and en- 
sure the safety of every- 
one. 

Irecently supported 
several pieces of legisla- 
tion aimed at improving 
safety measures for cy- 
clists throughout the 
state. I was happy to see 
Gov. Rick Snyder re- 
cently sign these meas- 
ures into law, bringing 
Michigan in line with 
nearly 40 other states in 
implementing a safe 
passing law. 

Senate Bill 330 (Public 
Act 212 of 2018), along 
with House Bills 4198, 
4185 and 4265 (PAs 277, 
279 and 280 of 2018), will 
make Michigan a safer 
place for bicyclists and 
drivers alike. 

PA 212 expands Michi- 
gan’s law punishing 
drivers without a valid 
operator license who 
cause the death or seri- 
ous bodily injury of an- 
other person to apply to 
out-of-state drivers. 


PAs 277, 279 and 280 re- 
quire drivers to allowa 
safe distance of at least 
three feet when passing 
a cyclist on either the 
left or right side, and 
they allow drivers to 
pass a bicycle in ano 
passing zone if it is safe 
to do so. Law enforce- 
ment officers are able to 
use technology and 
other various measures 
to enforce these passing 
laws. Violation of the 
safe passing rule would 
result in a civil infrac- 
tion similar to a speed- 
ing ticket. 

The new laws would 
also require the state’s 
initial teen driver educa- 
tion course to include at 
least one hour of class- 
room instruction on 
laws pertaining to bikes, 
motorcycles and vulner- 
able roadways users. 
The lesson would fea- 
ture segments on laws 
pertaining to yielding, 
traveling at a safe and 
reasonable speed for 
conditions, ensuring a 
safe distance, and dis- 
tracted driving. 

Several communities 
across the state have 
adopted minimum pass- 
ing guidelines for vehi- 
cles overtaking a 
bicyclist. It’s time we 
bring Michigan up to 
par with other states 
and create a consistent 
set of guidelines instead 
of a patchwork of local 
ordinances. 

This is a fantastic step 
toward preventing tragic 
accidents. These new 
laws make it clear to 
drivers what their re- 
sponsibilities are when 
approaching bicyclists 
on the road. I encourage 
everyone to stay safe 
and share our state’s 
roadways.
